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How to K«*p Cool. 


Malue people know but little of tbe 


sultry night air of tbe larger cities to 
tbe south aud west of New England 
but occasionally we do get a night 
when It Is uncomfortably warm to swep 
during July aud August. 
We have 


bad a few this season aud the chances 
are that we will have u few more be- 
fore the chill of the September air Is felt 


Tbe season of warm nights means 


sleeplessness to many persons, some 
of whom may avoid hours of thrash- 
ing about a bot bed by reducing the 
temperature of the body just before re- 
tiring for the night. This is by no 
means as difficult a* some persons 
seem to fancy, and any time spent at 
u is more than worth while. 


Anything that conduces to coolness 


is apt to promote sleep, therefore one 
should do mulling through the even- 
Ing that will stimulate circulation, 
leaving tlie blood heated by the day uo 
chance to reduce its temperature. Cer- 
tain so called cold drinks Indulged in 
during the evening are really heatiug if 
they contain alcohol. There are com- 
binations made with ginger ale aud 
fruil, fruit punches aud the like, that 
answer every purpose as thirst quench- 
ers, while not heating. 


VALl'EOK A TEl'lll BATH. 


A tepid bath taken just before go- 


ing to bed Is one of the most cooling 
aud refreshing things that can be done. 
Cold water will stimulate circulation 
and so be heatiug for one cannot stay 
without exercise in a cold tub long 
enough to send the temperature back 
to uormal. Coolness acquired that way 
Is ouly temporary, leaving a person as 
warm as, if not warmer than at first. A 
hot bath will do the same, but oue from 
which the chill is taken is a delight. Iu 
a tub drawn comfortably full oue can 
stay for iO minutes without any bad 
effects being felt. The body should be 
dried very gently that noeflort beinadc. 
Mid me liiiish should t>ea spray from 
an atomizer containing aicohol or a cool- 
ing toilet waier. Toilet vinegar is ex- 
cellent lor this and is easily made by 
mixing one-half pint of lavender water 
with Ij ounces of lose water and 1 1-10 
ouucesof glacial acetic acid. Let stand 
tightly corked lor a week before using. 
Day rum or i'lorlda water also is de- 
sirable, and u girl who \\ ishe* a sweet, 
yet spicy odor, will do well to make a 
toilet waterof clove pink. Do this by 
mixing a quarter of an ounce of oil of 
pink with a pint of rectilied spirits. 


SHOWER BATH IS I'OOl.tXO. 


A household whose bath room is 


equipped with a shower has something 
to be specially grateful for in warm 
wealher. There is nothing so refreshing 
as to stand under it, letting the flue 
spray rain down over the body, whose 
temperature falls by the second.' 
Wo- 


men know less of Ihe qualities of {a 
shower than do men, but once the 
luxury is understood no home will be 
complete without oue. Even uow they 
are available, for all the department 
stores iu tbe rubber department sell 
showers that can be attached to any 
faucets or used in any tubs. 
Indeed 


there is a whole equipment of high 
shower and rubber cuitaiu that is sole 
for less than §10 and is adjustable. 
Other sprays aresnnpler, one being 
riug that Is put about the neck, it being 
connected by a pipe to ihe faucet, 
tilmple hand showers have been ousale 
for several years, and lacking any othei 
kind are not to be despised. Tbese, of 
course, are detachable, au(i lust oue 
lifetime, ouly tbe rubber tubing requir- 
ing to be renewed. In using any show- 
er a woman should wear a rubber cap 
to keep her hair dry. 


IS CONDUCIVE TO SI.EEI'. 


A cold sho\ver may be taken severa i 


times a day iu excessive heat by a per 
sou in normal health. 
Such a bath 


does not last Joug enough to be exhaust 
lug, but ou the contrary is relresbiug. 
This Is demonstrated when oue cannot 
sleep. If oue will take a shower bath 
after being awake during the night ;tbe 
chances are that sleep will follow al. 
most as soon as oue returus to bed. 


Draughts uudoubtedly are 
to be 


avoided as a rule, aud always by some 
persons, but fortunate are those who ou 
extremely bot uigbts can pull their bed 
Into a draught. This of course, Is to 
be done ouly lu the height of tbe sea- 
son, when there is practically uo dan- 
ger of a change iu tbe weather during 
the night, and should be done by per- 
sons who are lu the beet of health.
